and private firms concerning 
ground formations etc. here, it 
is certain that an oil company 
would: not drill into the ground 
in blind hope. They must have | 
some reasonably correct infor- - 
mation that they. will be suc- 
cessful. 


Oil men are a funny lot. Ask 
them if they struck anything and 
they’ll look the other way. That’s 
why northern Michigan oil drill- 
ing operations have been. shroud- 
ed in a cloud of mystery for near- 
ly a quarter century. 


We'll bet a two dollar bill that 


the State Department..of Conser-}. 


vation would run around in a fi- 
gure eight to get away from mak- 
ing any definite answers to these 
questions: “Has oil ever . been 
struck in Charlevoix County?” 
And, “If so, how many capped 
oil wells are there in the enum 
now.’ 


There are several people who 
will Assure you that oil has been 
struck here. But we've never 
seen an official statement to 
that effect. 


All we know is -that oil men 
have tried for 20 years and now 
they’re back to drill some more. 
It is a pretty sure bet that men 
from Mt. Pleasant aren’t return- 
ing time and again to Deer Lake 
because they like the scenery.

_ The Lapeer County Press says: “This information 
may confirm a belief that public assistance is being re- 
ceived fraudulently. The inquirer may know, for ex- 
ample, that the neighbor is earning enough to support 
a family but, prior to the new law, there. was no way 
of checking to see if the neighbor was receiving un- 
needed welfare help.”

Charlevoix county farmers are 
cautioned to check their stored 
oats, wheat, and barley against 
the possibility of insect damage, 
Ed Rebman,. Charlevoix: -county 
agr’] agent, say. Several cases 
of insect damage has already been 
found in the county and one far- 
mer has already fumigated his 
oats. 

Rebman states that the grower 
should inspect the grain thorough- 
ly as insect are usually found at 
the top and bottom of the stored 
grain. However, they may be also 
found in the center of the bin, so 
the entire bin should be checked. 

An ethylene dichloride-carbon 
tetrachloride mixture is the mat- 
erial usually recommended for 
fumigation, Rebman states. How- 
ever, other materials may be used 
if they can be obtained in the 
area. The only material that is| 
not satisfactory. according to 
Michigan State College, for use 
in this area, is a fumigant con- 
taining carbon bisulfide. 

Farmers who find that they 
have these boarders in their grain 
bins should contact the Extens- 
ion office in Boyne City, for com- 
plete information on how to fum- 
igate. These materials that are 
used are heavier than air, so they 
must be applied uniformally to 
the top of the stored grain. These 
materials are also dangerous and 
extreme caution should be used 
when applying them. :

Led by Joseph Bugai, theh opposition to the loca- 
tion has gained momentum in the past two weeks, and 
the object is to bring about renewed discussion con- 
cerning the processing plant and its outlet into Lake 


Charlevoix. . 

If the restraining order is ob- 
tained, the City of East Jordan 
will have to stop work on the 
system which got under way only 
last week. R 

Sears Marine, of Traverse Ci- 
ty, now is laying an. under water 
forced main across the south arm 
of Lake Charlevoix near the 
mouth of the Jordan. River. 

The restraining order at- 
tempt came upon the heels of 
the city’s acceptance of the ge- 
neral obligation bonds _ bid, 
which set construction machin- 
ery into motion after 20 years 
of haggling about a local sew- 
age disposal system. 

Local sportsmen notified the 
council of their opposition when 
that body decided to change the 
location of the disposal plant from 
the east side of Lake Charlevoix 
to sportsman’s park on the west 
side of the Jordan River. 

A formal protest was filed with 


the city council April 15, 1953 by | 


the 
Club. 
In the protest the council was 
reminded that the land inclu- 
ded in’ sportsmen’s park was 
acquired by the sportsmen’s 
Club through its own funds aid- 
ed by federal and county mon- 
ey. 

The letter went on to say: “Ti- 
tle of these lands was vested in 
the name of the City of East 
Jordan and our officers made 
_ presentation of the deeds to the 
 eity council, and full explanation 
was given the council as to pur- 
poses and intents for the future, 
and the deeds were accepted by 
the city. council upon that basis, 
as in trust,” 

“Construction of this plant 
on the Sportsmen Park proper- 
ty,” the letter said, “would to- 


Jordan River Sportsmen’s 


us at the time and which trust 
made it possible for.us to es- 
tablish the Sportsmen’s Park.” 

In this protest filed seven 
months ago, the sportsmen claim- 
ed that if the city located the 
disposal plant in the park they 
would be violating. a trust placed 
with the council of 1987. And the 
council was asked that the pro- 
posed sewage disposal plant be 
not constructed on or near Sports- 
man Park. 

The city council, however, 
was working under court order 
to construct a disposal plant for 
East Jordan. Acting upon the 
advice of their engineer and 
taking a long look at their lim- 
ited funds the council members 
decided to change the plant’s 
location from the east side of 
Lake Charlevoix to a point 
somewhere between the east 

and west side of the city. 

And thus the council, received 
and filed the sportsmen’s protest 
but continued planning for the 
new plant location. 

Several months passed, during 
which time the council okayed the 
engineer’s plans, let construction
